The gentleman contends that the power to re¬ 
move slaves from one State to another, for sale, is 
found Ill that part of the Consiitniioii which gives 
Congress the power to regulate commerce within 
the States, <fec. 'I'liis argument is non nerndtur, 
unless the honorable .Senator can first prove that 
slaves are proper articles for commerce. We sav 
thatCongre.ss have power over slaves only as per¬ 
sons. The United Slates can protect persons, fewt 
cannot make them properly, and they have full 
power in regulating commerce, and can, in such 
repilations, prohibit from its operations every 
thing but property; property miKle so by the laws 
of nations, and not by any municipal regulations. 
The dominion of man over tilings, as properly, 
was settled by his Creator when man was first! 
placed upon the earth. He was to subdue the ' 
earth, and have dominion over the fish of ihe 
sea, the fowls of the air, and over every living 
thing that inovcih upon the earth; every herb 
^ bearing seed, and the fruit of a tree yielding seed, 
was given lor Ins use. This is the foundation ofl 
all right in property of every description. It is for 
the use of man the grant is made, and of course 
man cannot be incliuled in the grant. Every mu¬ 
nicipal regulation then, of any State, or any of its 
peculiar institutions, which makes man property, 
is a violation of this great law of nature, and is 
founded in usurpation and tyranny, and is accom¬ 
plished by force, fraud, or an abuse of power. It 
IS a violation of the principles of truth and justice, 

„in subjecting the weaker to the stronger man. In | 
a Christian nation such property can form no just 
ground for commercial regulations, hut ought to 
be strictly proliibited. I therefore believe it is the 
duty of Congress, by virtue of tliis powei- to regu¬ 
late commerce, to prohibit, at once, slaves being 
used as articles of trade. 

'I’he gentleman says, tlie CoHsiiiiuion left the 
subject of slavery entirely to llie States. 'J’o this 
position I assent; and, as the Slates cannot regulate 
their own commerce, but the same being the right 
of Congress, that body caniiot make shTves an ar¬ 
ticle of commerce, because slavery i.s left entirely 
to the States in which it e.Kists, and slaves within 
those States, acconling to tiie gentleman, 
eluded from the power of Congress. Can Con¬ 
gress, ill regulating commerce among ilie several 
States, authorize the transportation of articles from 
one State and their sale in another, which they 
have not power so to authorize in any Slate? I 
cannot believe in such doctrine; and 1 now solemn¬ 
ly protest against the power of Congress to amlior- 
ize the transportation to, and the sale in, Ohio, of 
any negro slave whatever, or for any possible pur¬ 
pose under the sun. Who is there in Ohio, or 
elsewliere, that will dare deny this position? If 
Ohio contains such a recreant to,her coii.stiiulion 
and policy, I hope he may have the boldness to 
stand forth and avow it. If the States in wliicli 
slavery exists love il as a household god, let them 
keep it there, and not call upon us in the free 
States to offer incense to their idol. We do uni 
seek to touch it witli unhallowed hands, but with 
pure hands, upraised in the cause of truth and suf¬ 
fering humanity. 

The gentleman admits that, at the formation of j 
our Government, il was feared that slavery mig 
eventually divide or distract our country; and, 
the BALEOT BOX sceiiis coniiniially to haunt his 
imagination, he says there is real danger of dis.so- 
lutioii of the Union if Abolitionists, as is evident 
they do, will carry their principles into the ballot 
box. If not disnnioii in fact, at least in feeling, in 
the country, which is always the precursor to the 
clash of arms. And the geiuleman further says 
we are taught by holy writ, “that the race is not 
to the swift, nor the battle to the strong.” The 
moral of the gentleman’s arguineiii is, that truth 
and righteousness will prevail, though opposed by 
power ail influence; that Abolitionists, though few

But the assertion 
has gone forth that M'e have twelve hundred mill¬ 
ions of slave properly at the South; and c.an any 
man so close his understanding here as not plainl'v 
to perceive that the power of this vast amount of 
property at the South is now uniting itself to the 
banking power of the North, in order to govern 
lhede.stinies oftl„scou.itry? Six hundred itiill- 
mn.s of banking capital is to be brought into Ibis 
coalition, and the slave power and the bank power 
are iliiis to unite in order to break down the pre¬ 
sent Admini-siration. There can be no mistake, , 
as I believe, in this matter. The aristocracy of 
the North, by the power of a corrupt bank- ' 
ing system, and the aristocracy of tlie Soiiili, by 
the power of a slave system, both fattening upon 
the labor of others, are now about to unite in or¬ 
der to make the reign of each perpetual. Ls there 
an independent American to be found, who will i 
become the recieanl slave to such an unholy com- 
bin:ilion? Is this anoiher compromise to barter 
the liberties of the country for personal afferan- 
dizemeiit ? “Resistance to tyrants is obedience to 
God.” 

The Senator further insisu, »‘ih:u wliatthe la 
makes property is property.” This is the predi¬ 
cate of the gentleman; he has neither facts nor 
reason to prove it; yet upon this alone does he 
rest the whole case that negroes 
deny both the predicate and the 


weighed in the balance against truth and justice, 
seems to find consolation in the idea, and says that 
winch opposes the ulterior object of Abolitionists, 
IS that the General Government has no power to 
act on ihesubjectof slavery, and that the Coiistiiu- 
iion or Union would not last an hour if the power 
claimed was exercised by Congress. It is slavery 
then, not liberty, that makes us one people. To 
dissolve slavery, is to dissolve the Union. Why 
require of us to support the Constitution by oath, 
if the Constitution itself is subject to the power of! 
slavery, and not to the moral power of the coun¬ 
try ? Change the form of the oaili which you ad¬ 
minister to Senators on taking seats here, swear 
them to support slavery, and, according to the lo-1 
gic of the gentleman, the Constitution and the Uii- | 
ion will both be safe. We hear almost daily 
threats of dissolving the Union, and from whence 
do they come? from citizens of the free St; 


No 1 From the slave Slates only. Why wish 
dissolve il? The reason is plain, that a'new Gov- 


eminent may be formed, by which we, as a nation, 
may be made a slaveholiling people. No impar¬ 
tial observer of passing events, can. in my humble 
judgment, doubt the truth, of this. The Senator 
thinks the Aboliiioiiisis in error, if they wish the 
slaveholder to free his slave. He asks, why ile- 
iiotmce him ? I cannot admit the truth of the 
question; hut I might well ask the gentleman, and 
the slaveholders generally, “why are you angrv 
at me, because I tell you the truth ?” It is the 
light of truth which llie slaveholder cannot endure; 
a plain unvariiislied tale of what slavery is, he 
siders a libel upon himself. The fact is, .... 
slaveholder feels the leprosy of slavery upon him. 
He is anxious to hide the odious disease from the 
public eye, and the ballot box and the right of pe¬ 
tition, when used against him, he feels as sharp 
reproof; and being unwilling to renounce his errors, 
he tries to escape from their consequences, by 
making the w-orld believe that he is the persecu¬ 
ted, and not the persecutor. Slaveholders have 
said here, during this very session, “the fact, is, 
slavery will not hear examination.” It is the 
Senator who denounces Abolitionists for the exer¬ 
cise of their most unquestionable rights, while Ab¬ 
olitionists condemn that only which the Senator 
himself will acknowledge to be wrong at all umes 
and under all circumstances. Because he admits 
that if it was an original qoesiinn whether slaves 
should be introduced amongst us, but few citizens 
would befoiind to agree to it, and none more op¬ 
posed lo it than himself. The arguuieiil is, that 
the evil of slavery is incurable; that tlie attempt to 
eradicate it would commence a struggle which 
would exterraiiiaie one race or tlie other. What 
a lamentable picture of our Government, so often 
pronounced the best upon earth! The seeds of| 
disease, which were interwoven into its first exis¬ 
tence, have now become so incorporated into its 
frame, that they cannot be extracted without dis¬ 
solving the whole fabric; that we must endure the 
evil without hope and without complaint. Our 
very uauires must be changed before we can be 
brouglit tamely to submit lo this doctrine. The 
evil will be remedied; aiid.^to use the language of 
Jefferson again, “this people will yet be free.”— j 
The Senator finds coosolaiion, however, in tf 
midst of this existing evil, in color and caste.- 
The black race (says he) is the strong ground of j 
slavcry iu our comiti-y. Yes, it is color, not right 
aiid'justiee, that is to continue forever slavery in 
our eomitry. It is prejudice against color, which 
is tlie strong ground of the slaveholder’s hope.— 

Is that prejudice founded in nature, or is it the ef¬ 
fect of base and sordid interest? Let the mixed 
race which we see iiere, from black to almost per¬ 
fect wliite, springing from white fathers, answer 
this question. Slavery has no just foundation in 
color; it rests exclusively upon usurpation, tyran¬ 
ny, oppressive fraud, arid force. These were its 
parents in every age and country of the world. 

The Senator says, the next or greatest difficulty 
to emancipation, is llie amount of projicrty it

pose the Legislature of the Senator’s own 'State 
should pass a law declaring his wife, his children, 
his friends, indeed any while citizen of Kentucky 
property, and should iliey be sold and transferred 
such, would the geiuleman fold bis arms and 
“Yes, they are property, for the law has 
made them such ?” No, sir; he would denounce 
such law with more vehemence than he now de¬ 
nounces Abolitionists, and would deny the author¬ 
ity of human legislation to accomplish an object 
so clearly beyond its power. 

Human laws, I contend, cannot make human 
beings property, if human force can do it. If it is 
competent for our Legislatures to liiake a black 
man properly, it is competent for them to make a 
while man the same; and the same objection ex- 
mts to the power of the people in an org-inic law 
for their own govermenl; they cannot make prop¬ 
erty of each other, and, in the language of the con 
slituiinn of Indiana, such an act “can only origi¬ 
nate in usurpation and tyranny.” Dreadful, fii- 
deed, would be the coiuluii.u of this couiuiy, if 
these principles should not only be carried into the 
ballot box, but into the Presidential chair. The 
idea that Abolitionists ought to pay for the slaves 
if they are set free, and that they ought to think of | 
this, is addressed to their fears, and not to their 
judgment- 'I'liere is no principle of morality or 
justice that should require them or our citizens 
generally to do so. To free a stave is to take 
from usurpation that which it has made property 
and given to another, and bestow it upon the rivht- 
fnl owner. It is not taking property from its true 
owner for public use. Men can do with their 
own as they please, to vary tlieir peace if they 
Wish, but cannot be compelled to do so. 

The gentleman repeats the assertion that has 
been repeated a tliousand and one times: that Ab¬ 
olitionism are retarding the emancipation of tlie 
slaves, and have thrown it back filiy ora hundred 
years; that they have increased the rigors ofslave¬ 
ry, and caused the master 


person living iieariliem, a country merchant with 
whom they dealt, when conversing with him on 
this very subject, that he knew of but one in¬ 
stance of a mulatto child being born amongst them 
for the last fifteen jtears; and I venture the asser¬ 
tion, had this same colony been settled in a slave 
State, the cases of a like kind would have been 
far more numerous. I repeat again, in the words 
of Dr. Chaniiiiig, it is a slave country that reeks 
with licentiousness of this kind, and for proof 
I refer lo the opinions of Judge Harper, of iVorth 
Carolina, in his defence of Southern slavery. 

The Senator, as if fearing that he had made his 
charge too broad, and might fail in proof to sustain 
it, seems to stop short, and make the inquiry, where 
is the process of amalgamaiioii to begin; he had 
heard of no instance of the kind against Abolition¬ 
ists; they (the Abolitionists,) would begin it with 
the laboring class; and if I understood the Senator 
correctly, Aboliliontsm, by throwing together the 
wliite and the black labosers, would iialiirally 
produce this result. Sir. I regret, I deplore, that 
such a cliarge should be m.ade against the laboring 
class—that class which tills the ground, and in 
obedience to the decree of their maker, eat their 
bread in the sweat of their face—that class of whom 
Mr. Jefferson says, if God has a chosen people on 
earth they are those who thus labor. This chartre is 
calculated for effect, to induce thg laboring das'! to 
believe that if emancipation takes place, they will 
be, Ill the free Stales, reduced to the same condi¬ 
tion as the colored- laborer. The reverse of that is 
the truth of the ease. It is the slaveliolder now 
he wlio looks upon labor as only fit for a servifo 
race, it is he and his kindred spirits who live up¬ 
on the abor of others, eiuleavoriiig to reduce the 
wliite laborer to the condition of the slave.
